HICKS-BEACH’S BILL. 


THE MEASURE CONSIDERED AT THE CABI- 
NET MEETING HELD YESTERDAY. 


Hamilton’s Supercession—The Socialistic 
Demonstration—London Badly Scared— 
Alleged Alliance of England, Austria, 
Hungary, Italy and Germany Against 
Russia and Franece—An Improbable 
Scheme—Kaulbars’ Departure From Bul- 
garia—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, November 20. —Yesterday’s Cabi- 
net Council was the last at which Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach will be present for some time, 
as he leaves immediately for Ireland. 
The local government bill, which he will 
introduce when Parliament meets, has now 
reached an advanced stage. It is the princi- 
pal subject of discussion at present. The 
members of the Cabinet are not agreed as to 
the manner and extent in which its provis- 
ions shall apply to Ireland. 

TO-MORROW'’'S DEMONSTRATION. 

An immense gathering is expected in Trafal- 
gar Square to-morrow. Most of the clubs in 
the neighborhood have issued notices for- 
bidding the introduction of strangers during 
the day. The artillery rumor is at last 
officially denied, but it has only provoked gen- 
eral laughter and much anger. The feeling 
is almost universal that it was notso false as 
the authorities now want to make people be- 
lieve. As the Standard says: ‘‘Either they 
recklessly allowed the mischievous statement 
of their alleged intentions to make headway 
for a day and a half without taking the 
trouble to set matters right, or they really 
did contemplate the threatening meas- 
ures with whichthey were credited, but have 
withdrawn and modified them upon finding 
that they are too melo-dramatic for the 
occasion. Instead of inspiring awe, they 
have provoked murmurs from the stalle“ and 
jeers from the gallery. There can be hardly 
two opinions as to which is the correct ac- 
count. 

THE AMERICAN MAIL CONTRACT.

An extraordinary dispatch appears in the 
Dublin Nation, the property of Lord Mayor 
Sullivan, in the form of special correspond- 
ence from Vienna.

The 
allies are England, Austria, Hungary, Italy 
and Germany. if Russia should declare war 
the plan of action is for Austria to occupy the 
Black Sea, while Germany makes ready a 
half-million men to watch the Polish frontier 
andcome to the rescue in case of er, 
defeat. If Turkey jolns the coalition, her 
tegrity will be guaranteed and the cost of 
her armaments will be paid. If Turkey joins 
Russia or attempts to close the Bosphorus ,the 
Balkan States and Greece will be supported 
by an Austrian army from Bosnia, in sweeping 
the Turks out of Europe. If France joins Rus- 
sia 1,000,000 Germans will cross the frontier, 
and 200,000 Italians will watch the Alps. The 
reward of Italy will be the restoration of Nice 
and Savoy. The correspondent declares that 
80 confident are the members of the 
coalition that their only fear is that 
Czar will retreat instead of 
advancing. The whole influence of the Catho- 
lic church is said to be employed on its side. 
The correspondent adds that in case of hostili- 
ties between Germany and France, the march 
of German troops will be the German declara- 
tion of war, andif France is defeated again, 
she will be forbidden to fortify her frontiers, 
or have an army, onthe principle of univer- 
sal militaryservice.

A PUBLIC SENSATION 


Which Health Commissioner Stevenson Says 
He Will Not Investigate. 


When City Undertaker Morrell went to the 
dead-house at Female Hospital yesterday 
morning to remove the body of Lizzie Robert- 
son, colored, to No. 913 Christy avenue, he 
found that the rats had gnawed through the 
white cotton winding sheet and had bitten the 
body. Though accustomed to handling bodies 
the mutilation of the corpse struck the Under- 


taker and assistants as something horrible. 
The rodent had attacked the body in fifteen 
different places cutting the shroud and gnaw- 
ing small holes in the flesh. The disflgured 
body was transferred to 913 Christy avenue 
where the deceased, who died of alcoholism, 
had lived in an old tumble-down, from which 
it was buried. 

Though the slightest maltreatment of a 
human corpse is revolting to think of this 
instance seems to be one in which no blame 
can be put upon anyone. The dead house is 
an old building hardly fitted for its peculiar 
purpose, but its unfitness was never 80 
strongly suggested as in this case. 

HEALTH COMMISSIONER STEVENSON 

was seen this morning at his office and asked 
if the department would investigate the mat- 
ter. No, sir, be promptiy replied. ‘‘There 
is nothing to investigate. I have ro official 
report or knowiedge of the facts at all. This 
morning Dr. Hulburt, the Superintendent of 
Female Hospital, sent in a requisition for five 
barrels of cementto repair the floorof the 
dead-house, but he made no statement or re- 
ort concerning this. I was opposed tothe 
ocation of the dead -house in its present place, 
but the fundsof the department are very 
limited, and we cannot have everything as 
perfect as one could wish. If that body was 
there and the rats there it was very probabie 
that they would attack it. The best that can 
be done is to repair the dead-house, and as 
far as possible guard againstthis happening 
again. There is certainly no one to blame and 
nobody to investigate. 

When approached on the subject the officials 
at the City Hall professed to belleve this case 
an ugly occurrence, for which however, no 
one could be blamed. Notwithstanding these 
expressions it was evident that some feeling 
was concealed, 
some of the officiais how the facts in this case 
became public before any official action was 
taken and the explanation offered by others 
was that some one was interested 
in making a sensational exposition of the poor 
facilities at thisand other public institutions. 
In the Health Department the rule of report- 
ing to superior officers in order of rank has 
not been rewarded, and this case will probably 
bring up a discussion of the question as well 


as an investigation to ascertain if anybody 
was reprehensibly negligent.

THEY LOVE II. 


MEN WHQ PAINT AND MODEL FOR ARTISTIC 
TRIUMPHS. 


An Unusual Effect in Sculpture—Some Work 
of Keyser’s—Studio Gossip and Art Notes. 


One of the most remarkable achievements 
of the plastic art and most worthy of atten- 
tion is shown ina modest piece exhibited by 
Robert Bringhurst, the sculptor, at Redheffer 
& hoch’s gallery. It is the head and bust ofa 


young girl in street attire. About the 
forehead, bat and falling halt over 
the face a veil is wrapped. The 


material is indicated in a masterly way, the 
meshes of the fabric clinging closelyto the 
forms beneath. This, ofcourse, is technical. 


Drapery in sculpture always gives an impres- 
sion of the form it covers, but Bringhurst in 
this piece has done more. Through the veil 
you see the girl's eyes, which the veil does not 
touch. They are not the dead tyes that too 
often take all life from a piece of sculpture, 
but they have expression; they have a glance, 
andthe glance has direction. And yet when 
examined closely there is only the impress of 
the sculptors’ tool in the terra-cotta. That 
impression, however,is enough. The effect is 
secured and most clevere. It would be 
a gross injustice to the artist to pass the bust 
with reference to this feature of it alone. The 
face is one in which is written perfect peace 
and purity. A touch of sadners is in its ex- 
pression too. Despite the veil,the bat and the 
modern attire there is about the head an ex- 
pression of reposeful and ineffable sweet- 
ness. 

Mr. Bringhurst has called his piece ‘‘The 
Stranger,’’ and with its creation is associated 
a little story that is worth thetelling. The 
original of the terra-cotta wus a young lady 
who last vear was regular in her attendance 
of early mass at the Rock Church on Grand 
avenue. Nearly every morning a prominent 
gentleman of the West End met the little lady 
on the streets. She was always veiled in the 
same modest way. Her whole demeanor was 
one of dignity and repose. From very force of 


habit, the gentleman came to look for the 
young lady at the accustomed meeting- place 
pon the avenue. Once or twice an elderly 


Ady was with her, but she was most frequentiy 
nlone. Several attempts to make her acquaint- 


ance by the little ruses of street exi- 
gency were unsuccessful, and with 
each fruitiess effort the gentileman’s 


interest in the lady r His fancy took 
such aromantic turn that he gave Mr. Bring- 
hursta commission to make a bust of her. 
For several mornings the artist watched with 
the gentleman and the bust was made by 
sketches taken from memory. The gentieman 
had some undefined intention of sending the 
young woman the bust as a token of his great 
interest, but one morning be missed her from 
her accustomed walk. She never came again, 

andthey are strangers yet. Several of Mr. 
Bringhurst's friends,who have heard the story 
and seen the bust, are positive they know the 
original, but as all differ it is difficult to tell 
which is right. 

At this same gallery there are in the window 
two bronze statues of neariy life size by 
Ephraim Keyser, a young sculptor of Balti- 
more, which are of great cleverness. One in 
particular shows strength and knowledge on 
the artist’s part, that entities him to the 


reputation he has already won by 
his De Kalb statue at Annapolis, and 
by.other works of less repute. The pieces 
are called the Pet Falcon and The Page. The 


latter work represents a youth in the costume 
of the early half of the sixteenth century, 
playfully testing the temper of a sword which 
some gallant, while paying his devoirs to his 
mistress, has left in the antechamber. AI- 
though v ‘isibly yearning forthe time when he, 
too, may handi@a similar weapon in earnest, 
the tenderness of his youth and the 

gentle influence of his cuties n 
atte ndauvt on a lady are both revealed in the 
gracetul and somew hat effeminate pose. 

The Pet Falcon! was composed as a pendant 
to the ‘‘Page’’ and represents a young maiden 
of the same period, amusing herself with her 
‘‘tassell-gentie.’’ She is attired for the chase, 
and though the figure is amply and even elab- 
orately draped, the outlines are almost as 
freely shown as ina nude. The figure, how- 
ever, is a little too set, too studied in its pose 
and does not by any means equal that of its 
companion. The bronzes are valued at $750 
each. Duplicates of them are in the gallery of 
Mra. A. T. Stewart of New York.

GREENVILLE, Tex., November 19.—Hunt 
| County, situated in the northern portion of 
Texas, is to-day one of the leading counties of 
the State, and takes foremost rank among all 
surrounding counties in having a rich,"popu- 
lous and prosperous country. The county 
takes its name from Gen. Memucan Hunt, one 
of the old pioneer veterans of Texas. When 
first organized the county contained an area 
| of 985 square miles, but this territory has been 
| somewhat abridged by the forming of other 

counties surrounding Hunt. The soil of the 

county is of four kinds, viz: Sandy, black 
| waxey, light sandy and grey sandy cross tim- 
ber. The predominating soilis black waxey, 
which isthe richest soil found in the State. 
The northern and southeastern portions of 
the county are sandy loam,and there is a good 
supply of fine timber land of all varieties of 
wood. * 

In p int of range, both summer and winter, 
this part ot Texas is vastly superior to any 
other section. Cattle and horses keep in con- 
dition ail the year round, and as for hogs this 
section cannot be excelled. Many of the 
wealthiest men in the county have become 80 
from dealing in this branch of the live stock 
business. They are allowed to run wild in the 
bottom lands, and are rounded up whenever 
needed for shipment or slaughter. 


The northern and eastern portions of the 
county are settled up by an industrious apd 
prosperous set of farmers, many of whom are 
becoming rapidly wealthy from the products 
oftheirfarms. The average yield of cotton is 
one bale to the acre, and this is worth from 
$55 to $70, according to quality. The timber of 
the county is sumetent to afford building 
materiai, fencing, fire- wood, etc. 
Like almost every county in Texas, 
Hunt county has its fine court- house 
and jail, built at a combined cost 
of 575.000. At the date of the organization 
Hunt County had a population of not quite 
500. In 1880 this had increased to about 18,000, 
but the coming of the iron horse“ gave new 
lite to everything, and to-day Hunt County 
numbers a population of about 40,000 souls. 
The Missouri Pacific has three outlets from 
the county seat, Greenville, and other roads 
run in different directions across the county. 
The railroad that is attracting the .nost atten- 
tion at present is the Texas & St. 
Louis. For some time the officials of

Does the public care for art in iteelf on the 
stage? Hardly, if one may judge by the pub- 
jic’s actions. There is plenty cf apparent de- 
mand for artistic production, plenty of talk 
and plenty of criticism because there is not 
enough of it. And yet when it isto be had 
there seem to be very few people willing 
to pay tor it. As the theatrical people put it, 
the public wants rot. There are nambers of 
actors going about in bad farces utterly dis- 
gusted because they cannot do better work 
simply because the public wont have better 
work. There seems to be no place for plain, 
unvarnished excellence. A man must be 
famous to draw, and a womaa must be young 
and beavtiful or notorious, There is no mid- 
die ground, apparently. There are excep- 
tions in which fine companies have escaped 
wreck, but they only emphasize the rule. 

Mrs. Bowers is herseif an artiste, and she 
presents a company which ranges from fair to 
Arst class. It may be called a thoroughly ca- 
pable company, as such organizations go. 
Her repertoire is worn to be sure, but she is 
the only American actress who can and does 
play the great historical and Shakspearean 
roles which are included in it. She 
plays them with splendid force and skill. 
She is an artisfe that in certain roles has been 
the model ofthe younger generation of ac- 
tresses and the ideal of the older generation of 
play-goers. Her has not yet in the slight- 
est degree impaired her art, but she is not 

oung and she is not a raging beauty. She 
hee only her merits as an artiste to commend 
ber. During the first part of the week this has 
not proved a paying commendation. Her 
business has not been large but has improved 
steadily. 

There is one thing that bas operated against 
Mrs. Bowers. This is the fact that she has not 
been kept before the public of late years. In 
the case of stars, itis out of mouth out of 
mind with the public. They must be para- 
graphed and kept constantly prominent, and 
few can come out of retirement, no matter 
how brief, and instantly fall into popular 
favor. 

* * — 

Anyone who has seen Clara Morris in 
„L' Article 7, cannot fall to have noticed 
the similarity between ber laughter and that 
of Mrs. Bowers in Lady Audiey’s Secret, It Is 
a peculiar sound of the voice which suggests 
devilishness in the earlier and madness in the 
final scenes. It is weird, unnatural and has a 
tone in it that reminds one of mad-houses and 
of the shrieks of lunatics. It is almost impos- 
sible to analyze the impression it makes upon 
one, but the impression is none the less dis- 
tinct. Uneconsciousiy one feels a creeping 
sensation of horror which adds infinitely to 
the realism of the stage. Mrs. Bowers’ Lady 
Audley has been taken as the type of the 
scheming, heartiess, go 2 but ap- 
parently innocent and childish woman, and 
Clara Morris has said that she was her model, 
so that there is reason for the similarity.

The first week of the Thalig Opera Com. 
pany’s engagement has been an undoubted 
disappointment. Mme. Raberg s place 
has not been filled in any par- 
ticular. Neither in personal attractiveness 
por in vocal ability is Miss Kronald near her 
equal. The loss in prima donna is one that 
shows itself prominentiy in every per- 
formance and detractsin large degree irom 
the merit of each performance. To make 
matters worse Mise Kronold has not appeared 
on several nights this week and ber piace bas 
been taken by Miss Lucy Colmar, who is still 
less able to fll the soprano roles. As 
the week had advanced, tov, the orchestra 
has been shown to be inadequate and the 
chorus weaker than that of last year. The at- 
tacks are not as spirited nor isthe singing as 
correct and effective.

THE “CREATION” CONCERT. 


An Excellent Audience Greets the First 
Efforts of the Choral Society. 


The first concert of the st. Louis Choral 
Society in Music Hall last night was attended 
by a fine audience in every respect. The par- 
quet and dress circle were not entirely filied, 
but nearly so, and the balcony was well filled. 
The success of the popular price experiment, 
at least in point of numbers, must be gratify- 
ing to the managers of the society. It prom- 
ises to add largely to the educational influence 


of the season. 
The ‘‘Creation’’ for the first concert was an 
excellent selection, as it possesses a large 


which never fail to arouse enthusiasm. There 
wus one element only which detracted from 
tue artistic excellence of the performance. 
This was the orchestra, and it was necessarily 
so prominent that the effect of its slovenl 
and vnskiliful work was manifest ali throug 
the oratorio. The chorus was large, strong, 
and never sang with finer effect. It showed 
admirabie drilling, and attacked every 
passage with spirit and harmony. Once 
or twice there was not entire ge- 
cord, but this only for a brief time, 
and was scarcely noticeable from the front. 
»The Heavens Are Telling’’ was splendid 
sung and sroused the enthusiasm of the audi- 
ence. The other choruses, with, perhaps, 
one or two exceptions, were almost equally 
well rendered. 

The soloists seemed a bit stiff and expression- 
less at times, but accomplished excellent 
work. Miss Sippora Monteith has a voice of 
rare quality, sweet, pureand true, with ample 
power And range and of fine culture. 
he sang under disadvantages throughout the 
oratorio. It is impossible to judge how much 
of the apparent consciousness and lack of 
nerve which she displayed at times was due to 
the orchestra. With iron-ciad stubbornness it 
persisted in playing independently each one 
of the other, and all ot soloists and chorus.

’ Worked by Byan in New York—A Second- 
Rate Blower Who Is No Goed—Macon’s

PHILADELPHIA, November 19.—Paddy Ryan 
was not soundly thrashed by Sullivan but had 
insult added to injury by being played by him 
for a royal ‘‘chump’’ and safely landed.
